Scientists Have Looked At Them — 
Here's What They Discovered 

What science has found out in the world's unique 
baby-rearing experiment — the development of the 
Dionne Quintuplets — will be told in a new series of 
articles specially obtained by The Australian Women's 
Weekly.

rpHREE Hundred scientists 
A from all over the United 
States and Canada recently 
met in Toronto to learn just 
■what science has been able to 
find out about the famous 
Dionne quintuplets. 

The babies have had tbe best care 
science known how to give, ever since 
their birlh. They have received the 
most careful study science kuowB how 
to make. To-day science hands down 
its verdict 

Seven scientific papers, based on 
studies that have been made since the 
flist year of the sisters' lives, contain 
much information about the "Quins' " 
past and present — and a few signifi- 
cant hints about their future. 

As to their past and present: 

They are normal physically despite 
their handicap or pro mature birth and 
extreme weakness In early Infancy. 
Their general health la excellent and 
their physical outlook Is bright. 

A scientific graph of their mental 
progress, based on innumerable tests, 
shows that they are progressing at a 
rate fully equal to that of normal 
children of their own age. 

Aa Is lanjmaire. they hare s Joint 
vocabulary of 185 words, and are pick- 
ing op new wnnis faster than children 
of their age nunally pi ok them up. 

They rewmble each other mora 
closely tlian liny other set of children 
ever studied by science, 

Thau- routine training li progress- 
ing well. They understand discipline, 
"mind" well and have few quarrels. 

No Isolation 

AS to their future: 
Borne of the psychological studies 
hint very strongly that a new en- 
vironment to supplement the now- 
famous Oallandor nursery must 
eventually be developed. 

Tbe p»yoholo|tlsuj sorrest that, while 
the surround lugs have been Ideal so 
far, the children cannot develop nor- 
mally If they grow tip In a stale of 
ulretnr bolatlan. 



A plan now under consideration 
calls for the purchase by the guardians 
of a mile-square plot of ground on the 
edge of Callander. 

It has been suggested that a school 
be built on this plot and that the 
quintuplets attend It In company with 
15 or 2u other children from the 
neighborhood. 

In this way they would get the 
ordinary contacts with children of 
other ages which so far they have 
been denied. 

Accompanying this is the strong 
suggestion that the "Quins'" public 
exhibitions In their present form would 
hove to be stopped. 

The public would be allowed to see 
the children from a greater distance 
—but always while the "Quins" were 
In the company of other children, 
and In a way which would leave the 
"quins" Ignorant of the fact that they 
were being observed. 

Quest for Knowledge 

A MOTHER suggestion Is that a home 
with two wings be built, one wing 
to be used as a nursery for the "Quins" 
and the other as a home for the rest 
of the Dionne ramify. 

This, like the first plan, would give 
the "Qulno" a more natural environ- 
ment in which to pose their child- 
hood. 

These two suggestions — for the 
flchoolhouse and for the home — are not 
contained In the papers which were 
presented by the scientists, but form 
part of the background for those 
papers and arise from the .scientific 
studies out of which the papers were 
Written 

These studies, in turn, are 
the outgrowth of a develop- 
ment that began when the 
quintuplets were slightly less 
than y. year old. 

Medical science was Just recovering 
from Its amazement that the girls had 
been bora at ail. 

Its thirst for knowledge about the 
circumstances of their birth and the 



way they had been kept alive was 
pretty well slaked: but In Its place a 
new and greater thirst was develop- 
ing among psychologists, child-care 
specialists and educators. 

Here were five little girls growing up 
under the most unusual of conditions, 
living neither In a home nor in an 
institution but Id a strange com- 
bination of both. 

The "Quins" offered an Unli!:ard-of 
laboratory for scientific curiosity — and 
a rich testing-ground for all manner 
of theories. With proper scientific 
dignity, pleas of "Lei me at 'em" 
began to be heard in Callander, 

"Not Guinea Pigs" 

'liHESE pleas. naturally, were 
1 directed at Dr. Allan Roy Dat'oe. 
the "Quins'" "family physician," 
guardian and best friend. 

Right there he had a first-rate 
chance to put a lifelong jinx on the 
youngsters' chances for happiness and 
normal lives. 

There were olenLy ol people who 
were only waiting his permission to 
turn the children Into regular guinea 
pigs — with results that might have 
enriched science, but that would mosl 
certainly have twisted the lives of 
Yvonne. Annette, Emilie, Cecile. and 
Marie. 

The doctor lost no time in puttiog 
bis font down. "The bodies And mind* 
of ihrae happy and healthy mile 
children," he declared bluntly, "will 
never lie used as '. basil ol riperl- 
menlation." 

But the doctor did not propose to 
enclose the children within a Chinese 
wall. 

On the contrary lie knew that this 
Inquisitive science could do a great deal 
for the "Quins." He knew also that It 
I could get a great deal of extremely 
valuable knowledge from them, always 
provided that the welfare of the girls 
themselves was made Hie first con- 
sideration. 

80 he turned to the University of 
Toronto, and suggested that Its 
psychology department might properly 
take over this two-sided tasfc, 

IT was an excellent choice. At the 
* University there is a nursery 
school of high attainments — the St. 
George's School for Child Study. Tlda 
school is run by a Joint committee 
from the university departments of 
psychology, psychiatry, hygiene, medi- 
cine, anatomy, education and educa- 
tional psychology. 

Director of the school Is William 
£ Blntz, Ph.D. Into ids capable 
hands, then, came the task of helping 
Dr. Dafoc devise a proper training 
routine for the quintuple 6a. and the 
allied task of studying them, unob- 
trusively but carefully. In the interests 
or science 

Now Dr. Alatx is not of the ttrhoDl 
which demands that children he given 
unlimited freedom of self-expression. 

Far from it. Children at St. 
George's School are expected 
to learn through self-discip- 
line, and the idea is that they 
won't acquire any self-discip- 
line unless they first learn to 
accept the discipline of adults.

Bombs Drop, But 

Nurses WORK On 

Australian Tells of China Perils 

An Australian nurse, in charge of a Canadian 
mission hospital in Hunan, China, gives the following 
vivid first-hand record of the terrible war perils in 
which these modern Florence Nightingales are working. 

The information was contained In a letter to her cousin 
in Australia. For obvious remanx the name of the author is 
withheld. She writes: — 



"11TE had our first air raid 
VV here, this morning. 
Eight bombs were dropped 
near the aerodrome and sta- 
tion, which are about two 
miles from us. 

The four planes circled over i 
our hospital compound, end j 
I hope observed the Red Cross 
and Union Jacks painted on 
the roofs. Whether that will I 
give us protection, who can 
say? 

Fortunately we had practiced mov- 
ing patients to tlie basement; really, 
everyone worked very fast this morn- 
ing. 

I was In the dispensary when the 
alarm bell went, and by the tune I 
had locked up. and had a quick look 
around the Outpatients' Department, 
all tlie "up" patient* and a good many 
"downs" were already In the base- 
ment! 

The planes circled for about three- 
quarters of an hour, but there were 
no casualties, although parts of houses 
were destroyed. 

They will probably come often now. 
If the weather keeps nice. lovely 
weather tor flying. There wasn't a 
cloud In tlie sky. and moat of our 
children were out In the lovely sun- 
shine on the ward verandahs. 

There are several nurses whu have 
come from hospitals which disbanded 
owing to hostilities and severe bomb- 
ing. 

Bo far, we have not many woundrd 
K«J(tiers We have another orphan 
baby frit I, picked up wandering about. 

Clear Nights — Danger 

TpXCEPT on clear moonlight nlghLs, 
the Japanese don't seem to care 
■bout flying after supper, so we hope 
we won't be forced out of our warm 
beds during the night. 

The weather is quite cold, but we 
arc doing without tires as long aa pos- 
sible, for economy's soke. 

All commodities are becoming ex- 
pensive; parcels are sot coming 
through from the south, anil absolu- 
tely nothing nan get here from Pel- 
ping and Tientsin unless by going 
round by boat ta Talngtao and then 
Inland. 

The uncertainty of things keeps a 
constant sense of excitement In 
the air, and there Is a closer feeling 
of friendship between the Chinese 
nnd us, T think. 



So frequently, when on the street, 
one Is oalled the "(grelgn devil." but. 
lately they say "the foreign lady." ami 
more polite things. 

The first time I returned after my 
holidays, ever so many people said, 
"Bhe'a back," eto. 

We were told that when the 
foreigners leave a place it ranges 
panic In the hearts of the people. The; 
fear danger more If we are also 
afraid to remain at oar work; so thai 
our return Dneonaeloaaly lirlpv 10 
buck up their morale. 

The British and Americans In 
Shanghai have been particularly 
friendly during these troubles, and. 
In faet, everywhere In the Orient 
the English-speaking people "bang 
together" more than they do else- 
where. 

Sometimes I think midwinter might 
see an armistice; but even the 
Japanese themselves are not quite 
sure how things ore going to shape up 
now. Tlie Chinese are doing re- 
markably well, and they have plenty 
of soldiers, and can get money. 

II la raining now. Whenever It 
rains, wo say, "One sure night with- 
out boroba."

Science is the one thing most 
of us nowadays never dream of 
doubting; yet it is science thai 
taught us to doubt. 

But science doubts itself. 
Each generation of scientists

This doesn't mean science is 
wrong.

"There are more tilings in 
Heaven and Earth than are 
dreamed of in our philosophy." 

Mankind's innate sense of Ihe 
mystery of the universe has 
warred against the superficial 
logic of his acquired 
materialism, 

Throitfihoiil the life "I Man- 
kind, people have sought to 
pierce the veil of mystery that 
hangs behind the ordinary 
visible, tangible scene. 

Whether or not such probities 
arc wise, they are inevitable. 
Our human curiosity makes 
them so. 

Those who criticise this 
should remember thai it is that 
same human curiosity which 
has given us science and all Ms 
wonders.

Alone wiui 
these uyuDtlena. thu«o unbeard-of treasuroa! 
Wa* he awake, or was It but a dream? 

He would fsiii havr gated tipoci Mi gold, 
and yet he had not, atrengUi enough: fee 
an Instant he leaned hit head in Me hand* 
as if to prevent hits senses from leaving him. 
and (hen rushed madly about the rocks of 
Monte -OriLto. terrify in b the wjld goats and 
waring the sea-Iowta with his wild cries and 
gestures: at hut he returned, and still un- 
able to btllnve the evidence of his sennu 
nished into the grotto, and found himself 
before thM mine of gold and Jewel*, This 
Ume be fell on hi; knees, and. clasping hjn 
hands convulaively. uttered a pr&yrr Intel* 
' to Qoo alone. 

He then set htmarif to work to count hlr 
formne. There were a thousand tngvti of 
gold, each weighing; from two to three 
pounds; then he piled up Lwentj'-fhw thou- 
sand crowns, each worth about Tour pound;

weurely a* he ronld, r,urinkled fretih und 



htwfrttTC on tt broken morse* of cork* and 
rough fragments of crumbUrrir granite nll- 
the Intersticp* with earth.

Jmte reapad bad he been able to quit tha 
-jje: but a« 1m. Jcame Antelle had nwrtf.V 
rome to Monte*Crlcto to fetch him away, 
li' embitrked that suiu erenlmj. and pro- 



ceeded with the captain to Leghorn. Arrived 
at Leffaom. he repaired to the Uuumj ixf a 
. u il»n)T in pr'-cu-iu ntoui-i. lo whom, lie 
rliNpOBCd of four of his nnaliext dhimcmdj 
lor Cvf> thousand Iranca each.

af ACOPO could 
ncarcrlr believe uls nenee? at rwervsnif shli 
raimlflcent present, whirh Dnntet hftufcnid 
to account for by Baying that he and merely 
been a wuJiir fnrm whirrs, and a desire to 
spite hi* friend*, who did not allow htm 
as much mungy as he liked to spend; but 
that an his arrival at Leghorn he had come 
into notfesMon of a Earse fortune left htm 
by an imrto, whona pn\r hrir he was, The 
superior edutaUon of Datuea bmvc »n air 
of «iUfh probability to this stattirnnnt thnt 
it never ecu* occurred to Jacopo to doubt 
Ita accuracy. 

The term for which Bdmrmd hod ongatod 
to fierve an board La Jeune Amelie havini 
expired. Dante* took leave of the captain, 
who at nrit tried nil hit powers of persua- 
akm to Induce him to remain one of toe 
crew, but after baring been told the history 
of ihe leijacy oeiM*d to impnjf ine him fur* 
ther.

Havljis xecn JaropO fairly out nf the liar- 
bo7. Darit>4 juoci^dM to make* ins final 
odieux on boerd La Jeime Aineile djj tribut- 
ms ao tmernl a gratuity amnnjf her cjew ar> 
procured him unnnimoui wood wLnes. and 
expretalcnfi td nprdlnl Interest in all that 
concerned him: to th* captain he promised 
tn wrttt whwn (hi had made up hU mind 
aa to his future plana: this leave-taking 
owr. Dant*a deparr-ed for Genoa. At the 
moment of hi* arrival a small yacht aru 
behui tried in the bay; tnti yacht had been 
bullc. by order of an Enj?hahman. wild, bavins 
heard that the Genoete excelled all other 
millder* alorur the shorn ol the Mediter- 
ranean In the construction of JuaL-soUUi? 
veawli. was desirous of possesehu; a ^pecl- 
men of their nkill: Eiie price agFeed upon 
berveen the Gnfilinlunan und Cjciuiesc 
buiider waa forty thnuaand francs. 

Dante*, ntrunk w]Lh the boau**: and capa- 
bility of the little v«sri, applied to \U 
owner to tranafHr it to him, offering sfcwy 
thousand franca, upon condition of being 
allowed to take Uumwlhile poueeainn of rt; 
the prDpoaal woo too advantageous to be 
refused; the more ». as the person for w huin 
the yacht wna untonded had rone upon a tour 
through Switzerland, and w*j» not expected 
back In leas than three week* or a month, by 
which time the biiltrfer reckoned upon bring 
nhltt to compute ohothff. 

A t ii m-ai Lhsnefore ntruck. Dnntea 
led the owner af Lint yoriit to the dseiltnjc 
of a Jew, retired with the latter bidividui: 
for a few minutes to a small back parlor, 
mnd upon their return from iheone the Jew 
ooun-tcd out to the thipbuilder the sum of

The dellc'nted builder limn iiffejed hi* aer- 
vfcea to nxovldlna- a euitahle drew for the 
little veauL but this Dautea declined, with 
many thank*, wmi; he wan accustomed 
to cruise about quite alone, and hip prlnx : [ml 
pleasure consisted in manag-bur hla yachk 
hunaelf; the only thing thn builder could 
ublLL'17 him In wnukl be to CQiitriTC. a sort 
of secret ctone^ ui the rabln at hta bed'a 
head the elDaet tn contain three dWiaions. 
aa construe '.ed u to be ooncealed from all 
but hbiuwlf. The builder cheerfully under- 
look the ccuumlMlnn, and promised to have 
these secret places completed by the n#xt 
day. Dan tea fumLddng the jlae and plan 
Upon Which hr dtilred they ihouU be ar- 
ranged 

Tii- lollo-a'Uix day Dante* vailed with his 
yacht from the port of Genoa, amid the 
gaxe of an Imrnriinc- crowd drawn together 
by crainaiT? lo awt the rtch Spnntth nnble- 
man who preferred managing Ills vessel hlm- 
nelf; but thftlr wonder wa* soon eTChangad 
tor iKtoilratlon at the perfect 'fcill with 
which Dantet bandied the helm, and without 
quitting It. making his little vessel perform 
evrry. mnvfrnont br filiate to direct; his 
barque seemed indeed all but human In her 
intelligence, so promptly did she obey the 
slightest huputsr given; and Dante* required 
bos a abort trial of hia beautiful craft to 
acknowledge that it was not ndUwrji troth 
the Oenoeac had altalmnl their high repu- 
tation In the art of ardphullding. 

The nuccUdorfl foDnwed the little vessel 
with their eyes an ltins a> U remaliied visible; 
thry then turned their conjectures upon her 
probable destination: Aoine lnaizted she wu 
making for Cnrntca, othera the tale of Glba;

LTudyins it ar a skilful tHwsernan would tha, 
ni.uniii he destmcd for some important ser- 
vice, till At the end of that time he wag 
perfectly conversant with Its good and bad 
qualities 

Upon the ehrhth day of rU heme on the 
island, be discerned a smalt vessel crowd- 
tog ell nail toward* Monte-Cristo, As It 
neared, hn rcrogntsed it as the barque ha 
had given to Jacopo. be ltr-m'-r::.t\f': >.)z- 
nalled It; his signal wua returned, and to

A mournful answer awaited each of Ed> 
mond's >°ager tammies as to the mforrnsv- 
ttou Jacopo had ohtained.

Denies lirtrened to theee melancholy tid- 
ings with outward cakuncw; but lea pin? 
lightly ashore, he signified bis deafre to 
be quite alone.

For big father'n drath, he wan in. some 
manner prepared; but how to account for 
the myBterious disappearance Of Mcreedto 
be knew not.
